Six children saved, six adults charged in 
online sex crime case dubbed Project Iceberg

A33-year-old Niagara mother 
at the centre of a major Inter¬ 
net child sexual abuse inves¬ 
tigation is accused of exploit¬ 
ing her daughters for her own 
gain, including making her four- 
year-old available to be sexually 
assaulted by others. 

Niagara Regional Police said 
last Wednesday the woman 
sexually assaulted both of her 
daughters with a weapon and 
supplied sexually explicit photos 
of them for personal benefit 

arrested on 77 charges after a 
nine-month investigation by the 
NRP into alleged sexual abuse 
and Internet exploitation of 
young children, plus attempted 

NRP Insp. lim Prinsen said 
six children aged fourto 17weie 
identified and rescued in what 
police have dubbed Project Ice¬ 
berg. 

“We are all grateful for the 
hard work of everyone involved 
ensuring six children were able 
to be rescued,” Prinsen said at a 
news conference at police head¬ 
quarters in St Catharines. 

“Moving forward from this 
difficult ordeal will not happen 
overnight for the victims. The 
ripple effects of these crimes, as 
well as the investigation, has left 
a significant impact on everyone 
involved." 

Prinsen said some of the chil¬ 
dren had been victimized and 
others were actively being tar¬ 
geted as future victims of sexual 
abuse and sexual exploitation. 

All children identified at risk 
are now safe with the assistance 
of Family and Children’s Serv¬ 
ices, he said. 

The investigation began 
because of a stabbing.

During the stabbing inves¬ 
tigation, officers heard allega¬ 
tions about the possible sexual 
assault of ayoung child. Detec¬ 
tives from the child abuse unit 
and Internet child exploitation 
unit were brought on board.
